— Riverside Meats in Waukesha is issuing a Class 11 recall for smoked hot Polish
sausage sold at stores throughout Wisconsin. The recalled product includes:

o Smoked hot Polish sausage, 10-Ib. boxes, including a packaging date on or before July 27,
2022,

This is a Class Il recall, initiated based on evidence collected during a routine inspection by state
inspectors. Evidence shows that the product was misbranded and produced without an approved
formula.
